Wheat Is Ace In Market Game 

A detailed look at Common Market effects on 
Farmers in North America has been given to farm 
officials from Canada, the U.S. and Mexico, reports 
The Financial Post’s Washington correspondent. 
Canadian farmers have little to worry about, accord¬ 
ing to the experts. Some markets will shrink but 
Canada’s big wheat sales should continue as large as 
■before. Farmers in the U.S. will be hurt more than 
those in Canada. 

An expert secretariat paper prepared for a meet¬ 
ing of the International Federation of Agricultural 
Producrs noted Canadian farm exports to Common 
Market nations were almost entirely competitive with 
European production. Canada’s major advantage, 
however, is in the high-quality hard wheat Prairie 
farmers grow. This is Canada’s ace-in-the-hole be¬ 
cause there is, at present, no country that can pro¬ 
duce such high-quality hard wheat.

It’s 
easier to criticize than to do things. 
Accuse anybody who serves in an 
elected office of being a publicity 
seeker. 

6. Don’t do any more than you 
halve to. When others willingly and 
unselfishly give their time to make 
a better town, howl because the 
town is run by a clique. 

7. Don’t back your fire depart¬ 
ment or your police department. 
If the firemen work to bring the 
insurance rates down, tell every¬ 
body that is what they are suppos¬ 
ed to do. Don’t thank them or the 
policemen for endangering their 
lives that you might have a safer 
town in ’ which to live. Demand 
special treatment: raise cain if 
anybody expects you to obey traff¬ 
ic and parking laws. 

8. Look at every proposition in 
a selfish way. If you are not the 
one who gets the most good out of 
It, vote against it. Never consider 
what it will do for the town as a 
whole. 

9. Don’t do anything for the 
youth of the town. Criticize them 
as potential deliquents. Keep your 
fleet on them. Encourage them to 
move away when they grow up. 

10. If you have good leaders 
don’t follow them. Take a jealous 
attitude and talk down everything 
they do. 

11. Don’t work on any committ¬ 
ee. Tell them "I’m loo busy.” 

12. Don’t say anything good a- 
bout your town. Be the first to 
point up its short, comings. Pretend 
that if trouble comes your way it 
will be residents of some other 
town that will visit you while you 
are ill; bring in the fire depart¬ 
ment if your home is burning; 
comfort you if you lose a dear one; 
stand back of you in disaster. 

13. And don’t support your local 


retail stores and other industries. 
Claim the prices and services in 
stores in other towns are better. 
Claim that industry hurts the 
town. But if you need a donation, 
ask your local stores and industries 
for it. Expect them to back you, 
but don’t back them. 

If these 13 steps don’t ruin your 
town it isn’t your fault! 

Liberal Says 
Dollar Devaluation 
Hurts Everyone 

The effect of devaluation on the 
pensioners’ dollar, the wage 
earners’ fixed income and the cost 
of living index was the topic of 
Jim Coutts* speech when he Intro¬ 
duced Hazen Argue at a Vulcan 
meeting on Saturday afternoon. He 
also challenged the Conservative 
candidate, who had declined to 
take part in F.U.A. political 
forums, to reverse his decision and 
defend his government’s policy. 

"Pensions should be taken off 
the auction block and made a con¬ 
tributory portable pension pro¬ 
gram geared to cost of living. 
Politicians would no longer be In 
a position to bid up pensions as the 
Conservatives have done for elec¬ 
tion material. Devaluation chops 
the latest bid by 7He on the dol¬ 
lar, so what has been gained?” 

“The farmer is no better off if 
8% is added to his tractor, culti¬ 
vator and food costs. I was told at 
Fort Macleod yesterday that a 
wholesaler had notified his re¬ 
tailer that it was too much trouble 
to figure which goods were im¬ 
ported and which were Canadian 
made, so he was putting on an 
across the board 6% increase in 
prices for warehoused material In 
the transition period.” 

“In the past five years a 6% 
squeeze in costs has gone into the 
narrowing gap between costs and 
income. Now another 6% has 
squeezed itself into the cost-price 
squeeze.

Reports at the May meeting of 
the Vulcan Savings and Credit 
Union Ltd., showed that it Is mak- 
-ing remarkable progress since It 
was formed last January. There 
are now 71 members and assets 
are now nearly $3,000. Several 
loans amounting to $3,700 have 
been approved to date with further 
-deposits being required before all 
the approved loans can be issued. 
It is/expected that this will be 
jjlUy a matter of a few days. 

The slate of officers has now 
been filled as follows: David Paton 
of Ensign, president; Herb Bender 
of Vulcan, vice-president; John 
Hyslop, Clifford Webber and Clar¬ 
ence Roth, directors. The Supervi¬ 
sory Committee is composed of Er¬ 
vin Brown of Ensign, Allan 
Thomas and Alvin Larkins. The 
Credit Committee consists of Al¬ 
fred Sales, Edgar Kehr and George 
Fath. Secretary-treasurer is J. 
Lundy Findlay. 

While very new locally, Credit 
Unions have been in existence 
since 1849 and are now world wide. 
In Canada they are organized 
locally, provincially and nationally. 
In Alberta they come under the 
Co-operative and Credit Union 
Act, and each Credit Union is 
chartered, supervised, inspected 
and audited by the province, under 
the Department of Industry and 
Development. 

Operated along banking methods, 
Credit Unions differ from banks 
inasmuch that they serve only 
their members; they may not ac¬ 
cept savings from, or make loans 
to the general public as a bank 
does. A Credit Union is owned and 
operated by its members, while a 
bank Is owned by its shareholders. 

An entry fee of 25c is made and 
a member must have a minimum 
of one $5.00 share. Systematic 
saving is encouraged and these 
funds are deposited in the Vulcan 
Treasury Branch and used as a 
fund from which only members 
may borrow. 

The Vulcan Savings and Credit 
Union Ltd., has already arranged 
life insurance on all depositors, so 
that if a member dies, his savings 
and an equal amount from life in¬ 
surance proceeds are paid to the 
beneficiary. All loans are also 
covered by life Insurance. 

The directors hope to have a 
minimum of 100 members at the 
end of June to mark its first six 
months of operation. Efforts will 
also be made to substantially in¬ 
crease its assets, because it has

now been proven to the satisfac¬ 
tion of Its members that the Credit 
Union fills a need in this area, and 
loan applications already exceed 
its present assets.

TWO NEW AI.BFJtTA 
RADIO STATIONS? 

The CBC has proposed its biggest 
radio investment since television 
began in 1952. 

The publicly-owned agency 
wants to spend $1,750,000 to build 
powerful new radio stations in Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton. It would cost 
$500,000 a year to operate both of 
them. 

J. Alphonse Ouimet, corporation 
president, told the Board of Broad¬ 
cast Governors that the federal 
cabinet already has approved the 
expenditure. 

The proposal is to scrap the 
CBC’s existing 50,000-watt trans¬ 
mitter at Lacombe, midway be¬ 
tween Calgary and Edmonton, as 
well as a 250-watt transmitter at 
Edmonton. 

Replacing them would be 50,000- 
watt stations — the maximum pos¬ 
sible power — In both Calgary and 
Edmonton, each city having Its 
own studios. Only Edmonton now 
has a CBC studio. 

From 1958 to 1961 the total of 
federal direct taxation in Canada 
increased from $1,795,000,000 to 
$2,504,000,000.
